Suction Box for Paper Machines. 





The improvement in suction boxes 
herewith illustrated is intended to provide 
more efficient means for extracting the 
water or moisture from the pulp. 

It consists in the construction of the 
machine with an air tight or sealed vacuum 
chamber below the line of travel of the molds 
yr endless wire (as the case may be) between 
the pulp supply and the couching roll or point 
where the paper quits the molds or wire 
web, the top of the airtight or sealed cham- 
ber being formed partly by the pulp itself, 
and partly by the under side of the deckle 
straps, the bottom by the water in a suction 
box fitted with suction pipes, the sides by 
contact beds or surfaces beneath the paper 
former of a more or less yielding or elastic 
nature, preferably consisting of thin flexible 
sheets or belts of air tight material, ex-

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posed to the air on one side and at the other | 


ontacting with the under side of the paper 
former, with which in the case of separate 
mold machines the lower edge of the cross- 
bars and frames of the molds, and in the 
case of endless wire machines the under 
side of the wire web, come in close contact, 
at a plurality of points, which beds cover 
aplurality of interstices of the paper former, 
and extend substantially across the entire 
under face of the paper former, and the 
ends, by devices which are situated in the 
suction box and press against the side edges 
of the paper former, that is, in the separate 
mold machines, against the mold edges, 
and in the endless wire web machine against 
the wire web edges. 
ofa more or less yielding or elastic nature 
with which the lower edges of the frames 
and crossbars of the molds or the under 
surface of the endless wire web (as the case 
may be) come in contact, so as to form the 
sides of the air tight chamber, preferably 
consist of endless belts of india rubber or 


The beds or surfaces 


other suitable material passed round light | 


rollers, turning on axes at right angles to 
the line of travel of the molds or endless 
wire web, so that as the molds or wire travel 
the close contact with the belt causes the 
rollers to rotate and the belt to travel. 

A constant joint is thus formed overa 
considerable area, the extent of which will 
depend upon the length of the belt. In the 
Separate mold machine the frames and 
crossbars of the molds are made exactly 
level at the bottom and deep enough to 
come below the level of the under edge of 
the traveling links or frames by which they 
are carried. 

Figure 1 is a section taken longitu- 
dinally on the line 1—1 of Fig. 2 (the 
suction pipes being in elevation) of a 
portion of a paper making machine con- 
structed with separate molds, and having 
4 suction box, suction pipes and air tight or 
sealed chambers. Fig. 2 is a section on the 
line 2—2 of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a plan of the 
Suction box and of thedevices fitted therein, 
parts of the end frames of the mold being 
also seen. Fig. 4 is a partial side eleva- 
tion on a smaller scale of the paper making 
Machine, illustrating its general arrange- 
mentand the position of the suction box. 
Fig. 5 is a section on the same line as Fig. 
|, illustrating a modification. Fig. 6 is a 
longitudinal section, the same as Fig. 1, but 
illustrating the application of the device to 
4 Fourdrinier machine. 

Figs. 1 to 4 show the paper former as in- 
terstitial, and consisting of molds, each hav- 
‘ng the surface a of woven wire carried and 
Supported by side frames 44, end frames c 
© and crossbars dd. The side frames 4 4 
are secured together with interposed metal 
Strips ¢ e to bars f/f placed transversely to 
the line of travel. ‘The strips ¢ ¢ extend up 
tothe level of the mold surface a, and the 
deckle wires g g are soldered or otherwise 
“onnected thereto. The bars //, to which 
the side frames 4 4 of each mold are secured, 
€xtend beyond the side frames, and are 
Sounected by hinges 44 to the correspond- 
ing bars f/f of the adjoining molds to enable 








the molds to travel round the ends of the | 


main framing of the machine as seen in Fig. 
4. The two bars // of each mold are con- 
nected at their ends totwo bars /’ /’ placed 
at right angles thereto, and the four bars 


/S/f' f thus connected constitute a travel- 


ing link or frame by which the correspond- 
ing mold is carried. The bars /' /' are 
formed with racks 7 7, with which gear 
toothed wheels, one of which is shown at 7, 
Fig 4, these toothed wheels being driven by 
motion transmitted from any suitable prime 
mover. They impart a regular onward 
movement to the endless chain of molds, 
the racks on the bars /’ /' of the molds 
coming successively into gear with the 
wheels. There are rollers /? /*? on the 





frames f /' to run in guides /*/* on the 
main framing of the machine. 

&, Fig. 4, is the pulp box from which pulp 
flows in a uniform stream or sheet upon the 
molds as they successively pass under it. 

/Z7 are the deckle straps passing round 
guide rollers as usual. 


All the parts above referred to are of | 


known construction, except that for the 
purpose of this invention the side frames 
6 6, end frames ¢ ¢ and crossbars d d of the 
molds, instead of being made as heretofore 
somewhat less deep than the bars ///' / 
are made deep enough to come below the 
level of the under edge of these bars, and 
the frames 44and ¢ ¢ and crossbars d d 
must be exactly level at bottom, which 
has not hitherto necessarily been the case. 
m is a suction box situated below the line 
of travel of the molds between the pulp box 
& and the couching roll w. The suction 
box shown in the drawings is arranged for 
the formation of two air tight or sealed 
chambers, but the number of such chambers 
is optional ; one will in many cases suffice, 
while there may be more than two if thought 
desirable. The box m may be partly 
filled and kept constantly supplied with 
water from any convenient source; its 
level while the machine is at work will be 
maintained at any suitable point in any 
usual manner. In the suction box are con- 
tact beds, those shown in Figs. 1 to 4 being 
three endless sheets or belts ## x of air 
tight thin flexible india rubber or other 
suitable material, which contact at one side 
with the paper former and are exposed at 
the other side to the air. Each of these 
belts passes round two rollers f # that are 
free to turn on axes g g at right angles to 
the line of travel of the molds. The under 
edge of the side and end frames and cross- 
bars of each successive mold as this travels 
above the suction box bears closely upon 
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each belt # in turn, and the rollers are 
thereby caused to rotate and the belts to 
travel. It will be readily understood that 
constant joints are thus formed between the 
belts # and the under edge of the mold 
frames and crossbars, and that in operation 
the air pressure forces the belts into inti- 
mate contact with the former when there is 
a suction in the box. 

The belts constitute contact beds extend- 
ing substantially across the entire width of 
the under side of the paper former, and con- 
tacting therewith at a plurality of points, 
whereby they cover a plurality of the inter-

The springs s s are 
supported by the blocks / /, which are fixed 
in the suction box m. 

Ineach air tight chamber are the open ends 
of suction pipes v v, which are connected 
with vacuum pumps. Three suction pipes 
to each chamber will generally be found a 
suitable number, but there may be a greater 
or lesser number. The open ends of the 
pipes v v should be as near as practicable 
to the mold frames and crossbars without 
coming in contact therewith. It will readi- 
ly be understood that when communication is 
opened with the pumps a vacuum will be 
created in the air tight chamber, and that 
the moisture in the pulp will be extracted 
as the molds pass over the chamber. 

In the modification represented in Fig. 5 
the second side of the air tight chamber, in- 
stead of being formed by contact of the 
mold frames and crossbars with an india 
rubber belt. is formed by contact of the 
frames and crossbars with thin flexible air 
tight sheets or strips of india rubber or 
other suitable material w w, of which there 
may be two as shown, or more, fastened to 
the side of the suction box mm,

Pipe Reels and Cores.

The list of appliances which have 
been designed, tried and rejected for the 
purpose of forming the core of a roll of pa- 
paper is almost endless. There are prob- 
ably upward of 100 forms of reels or cores.

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| A dozen forms may be found around any 
mill all thrown away simply because they 
** didn't fill the bill.” 

For mill use the common four-arm reel 
seems to hold its own, although why no 
man can tell, for it is expensive to make, 
costly to keep in repair and expensive to 
use. A good deal of paper of the better 
class is damaged by being creased over the 
arms of the reels upon which it is wound as 
it comes from the machine. 

A good deal of this waste may be pre- 
vented by carefully rounding the reel arms 
and so dressing them that each outer edge 
is exactly tangent to the rounded corner of 
itself and also to the adjacent arm. ‘The 


only reason I can find for using the old four- | 


arm reel is because *‘ father and grandfather 
used them before us.”

If galvanized it will be still better. A light 
steel pipe will make strong cores with only 
about one-half the weight of iron cores hav- 
ing the same stiffness. 

If the users, and especially the handlers 
of paper, can only be educated up to handl- 
ing the cores carefully, there would be no 
use of making them so outrageously heavy. 
A core one-sixteenth of an inch thick is 
strong enough to stand all legitimate uses 
to which cores should be put, but they will 
not stand throwing around, dumping into 
basements by the cartload, and using for 
rolls whereupon to move heavy machinery. 
They are made thick and heavy, not for use 
as cores, but for other purposes. 

Papier maché makes a good core. It is 
light, strong and durable as long as it is 
carefully handled, but the ‘‘ lumpers” who 
handle the cores soon get the ends so badly 
‘‘broomed up” that the reelman cannot get 
them on the windershaft, and out they go 
with the dozens of kinds already in the col- 
lection. 

Indurated fibre ought to make fine cores, 
It would not ‘‘ broom up” like papier maché, 
and it would be stronger than anything ex- 
cept iron, and so light that like unto the 
coal dealer : ‘‘a ton would only weigh 1,500."

Mortgages of Merchandise.

Whether the mortgage of the stock 
of goods of a trader or manufacturer which 
permits the mortgagor to sell the mortgaged 
property in the usual course of trade is 
necessarily fraudulent is one of the disputed 
questions of our jurisprudence. Prior to the 
enactment of laws for registering mortgages 
of personal property the retention of posses- 
sion by the mortgagor, like retention of prop- 
erty by a vendor after an absolute sale, was 
either presumptive or conclusive evidence of 
fraud. This rule was designed to prevent a 
person from acquiring a false and deceptive 
credit on the strength of possession and ap- 
parent ownership of property which he had 
sold or mortgaged. This was the doctrine 
of the courts, and not a declaration of 
statute. 

In the United States, irrespective of reg- 
istry laws—while insome courts a continuing 
possession of a vendor of personalty is re- 
garded as a fraud at law, or in other words 
conclusive evidence of fraud in the transac- 
tion—the prevailing doctrine is that such 
possession is at most only evidence of the 
fact of fraud, but not a fact in judgment 
of law, in itself conclusively establishing the 
fraud. In the absence of any statutory 
provision for the recording of chattel mort- 
gages, a stipulation that the mortgagor 
should retain possession until default has 
not been generally regarded as conclusive 
evidence of fraud, because such a stipula- 
tion is not unreasonable nor inconsistent 
with the purpose of the mortgage ; nor is it 
to be presumed that the mortgagor would 
thereby gain a false credit. If such a mort- 
gage were made to secure future advances,

without any other consideration at the time, 


it might in the absence of any record of it, be 
regarded as void as against creditors. as 
tending to collusion and enabling the mort- 
gagor to get credit on his property without 
any notice that itwasincumbered. Neither 
is the continuance of the mortgagor's pos-

evidence of fraud. 

Statutes providing for the recording of 
mortgages of personal property are a sub- 
stitute for possession by the mortgagee, and 
repel all imputation of fraud which would 
arise from the want of it.

The general purpose of these acts is to 
enable a mortgagor to obtain possession of 
the mortgaged property, and at the same 
time to give a valid security upon it. The 
statutes would fail in accomplishing this 
purpose in respect to important classes of 
property, namely, merchandise held for 
sale, and probably consumable by use, if 
the rule of constructive fraud should be al- 
lowed tointervene and make mortgages of all 
such property void. The policy of the reg- 
istry law is not consistent with the policy 
of the rule making void mortgages with 
power to use and sell the mortgaged goods 
in the course of trade; and the 
latter 
more important general poiicy of the reg- 


ordinary 
rule should be made to yield to the 
istry laws. 

Upon principle a mortgage of a stock of 
merchandise which provides that the mort- 
gagor may sell the goods in the usual course

So far as the action of the committee 
representing the Eastern and Western cred- 
itors of the Louis Snider’s Sons Company is 
concerned an agreement has been reached 
regarding the firm's affairs. A compromise 
was effected on Thursday, whereby the firm 
is to pay 50 cents on the dollar of the indebt- 
edness in cash, 5 cents on the dollar to be 
paid October 1 and the remainder in instal- 
ments within one year. For the remaining 
half of the indebtedness a mortgage is to be 
given on the property of the firm, and bonds 
bearing 2 per cent. interest, payable semi- 
annually, and payable in twelve years, are 
to be issued under the direction of a trustee. 
These bonds are to be divided pro rata 
among the creditors. Should this arrange- 
ment be carried out the business of the firm 
will be turned over to Henry Snider, and 
will be on the same basis as before the 
trouble. 

As the property is already mortgaged, 
the proposed issue will be second mortgage 
bonds, and it was considered the best plan 
for the creditors themselves to take them. 

The conclusion reached by the committee 
will be reported by circular letter to each 
creditor, with a request that he express his 
opinion of the same at once, to the end that 
the affairs of the company may be placed 
in working order by October 1. 

Charles Harding, it is said, has signified 
his willingness to step down and out as 
assignee under the proposed arrangement. 

It isa great relief tothe general public 
that after many stormy meetings of the 
creditors there has been at last a decision 
which it is hoped will prove a benefit to 
both creditors and company. 

The Louis Snider estate settled its in- 
debtedness by a transfer of real estate to 
the company. The capital accounts of the 
partners in the firm remain exactly as if the 
concern were still a partnership. 

The mayor has boldly come to the front, 
and appointed committees to look after the 
unemployed who are in a suffering con- 
dition and give them immediate relief. 
Work is being found for a goodly number, as 
many factories are resuming business. The 
paper men have been very fortunate, and 
have been giving their employees constant 
work.

Debtors’ Exemptions.

FLORIDA, 


The following is a list of exemptions 
to each head of a family residing in this 
State: 1. One hundred and sixty acres of 
land not situated within any corporate town 
or city or one-half of one acre within such 
corporate limits, and including the home, 
improvements and place of 
One thousand dollars worth of 
property, to be selected by the 
Actual occupancy or plainly manifested in- 
tention of occupancy is necessary to impress 
properly with the character of a homestead. 
Exempted property descends to heirs. 
insurance money is also exempt when due 
to the deceased head of a family, unless 
made for the benefit of creditors.

ALABAMA. 
Personal property of every resident of the 
State to be selected by him of the value of 
$1,000, and the homestead of such resident 
not exceeding 160 acres or in lieu thereof 
any lot in any city, town or village occu- 
pied by the resident and not exceeding 
$2,000 in value is exempt from sale under 
execution or other final process. The right 
to claim exemption may be waived as to 
personalty by instrument in writing or may 
be included in any instrument in writing, 
bill of exchange, promissory note or con- 
tract, and as to realty the instrument must 
be signed by husband and wife and must be 
a separate instrument and acknowledged by 
the wife separate and apart from the hus- 
band. 


LOUISIANA. 

The homestead, rural or urban, bona fide 
owned and occupied by debtor who may be 
the head of a family, or person having a 
mother or father or person or persons de- 
pendent on him or her for support ; also one 
work horse, one wagon or cart, one yoke of 
oxen, two cows and calves, twenty-five 
head of hogs, or 1,000 pounds of bacon or 
its equivalent im pork, whether exempted 
objects be attached to homestead or not, 
and on the farm the necessary corn and fod- 
der and farming implements of the value of 
$2,000. Over $2,000 may be taken by cred- 
itor. Husband's homestead is not exempt 
if the wife has $1,000. Claimed exemptions 
must be set apart and registered. Exemp- 
tions do not apply in the following cases: 
For the purchase price of property or to 


any part thereof: for labor and materials | 


furnished for building, repairing or improv- 
ing homesteads ; for liabilities incurred by 
any public officer or fiduciary or any attor- 
ney at law for money collected or received 
on deposit, and for claims for taxes or as- 
sessments. A widow or minor child in ne- 
cessitous circumstances may claim from the 
estate of the deceased $1,000 in preference 
to all debts except that incurred by a 
vendor's privilege. The person or persons 
claiming such exemption must execute a 
written declaration of homestead, which 
must contain, (1) a statement of facts show- 
ing that the claimant is entitled to the

The Treasury Department is redeem- 
ing United States paper money and national 
bank notes at the rate of about $1,250,000 a 


day. The paper money coming in for re- 


demption is of an unusually dirty and torn | 


character, and shows that it has been used 
up to the limit béth as regards health 
and safety of value. 

During the financial stringency, when 
paper money and, in fact, every class of 
money was scarce, banks and other holders 


of paper money would not part with it as | 


long as a bill would hold together, but now 
that money is becoming more plentiful the 
amount being sent daily to the Treasury for 
redemption is increasing. 

It takes only forty-eight hours to replace 
old bills with new, so that the holders are 
not kept out of their money long.

Obituary. 


JAMES GUIE. 
James Guie, one of the oldest paper mak- 
ers in the United States, died at his home 
near Downingtown, Chester County, Pa., 





; on Friday evening, September 22, after a 


brief but acute illness. 

Mr. Guie was eighty-six years old. Most 
of that long period of time had been spent 
by him in the paper business as an appren- 
tice, practical workman and employer. 
Only a few weeks ago he had remarked to 
a personal friend that it was sixty years last 
May since he began manufacturing paper 
on his own account in the locality where he

had been so successful, and that despite of 
the recent hard times in the paper trade he 
then had orders ahead for several months. 
His funeral took place on Tuesday of the 
present week, and it was largely attended. 
His career began about the time that the 
famous Fourdrinier Brothers, of London, 
and their associates had perfected the in- 
genious endless web machine which—orig- 
inating with Louis Robert in France toward 
the close of the eighteenth century—revolu- 
tionized the production of paper. 

James Guie was born in Maryland during 
the year 1808, and had no early advantages 
of education. At the age of fifteen he be- 
gan his trade apprenticeship in a paper mill 
belonging to Joseph and Frederick Bicking. 
It was located in Brandywine township, 
Pa. 


maker. After attaining his majority Mr. 


Guie went to school for one winter, and in | 
the ensuing spring (1830) he made acontract | 
| with Frederick Bicking to take charge of a 


vat mill which had been built by Samuel 


| Hatfield on the west branch of the Brandy- 


wine Creek. Although his wages were only 
$3 a week Mr. Guie saved $125 within the 
next twelve months. What was remem- 
bered as the ‘‘Great Flood” of July, 1831, 
swept away the mill dam, and Mr. Guie’s 
position and salary went with it. He then 
bought a horse, which cost him (with saddle 
and bridle) about $80. Riding to Northamp- 


| ton County, Pa., he worked on shares in a 


single vat mill near Bethlehem until the au- 
tumn of 1832, when he returned, after various 
journeyings, to Chester County. 

At first, in 1833, Mr. Guie rented the two 
vat mill on Beaver Creek, which he subse- 
quently bought of Joseph M. Downing. Its 
equipment with machinery began in 1836. 
About 1842 Mr. Guie put in steam dryers 
and commenced to make roll paper for 
wall hanging. That mill was burned in 
1864. He temporarily leased the Bowers mill 
near West Chester, Pa., but in 1866 rebuilt 
the Beaver Creek mill and started it on 
manilla wrappers. In 1835 James Guie was 


married to a daughter of Richard Bicking. | 
Of their four sons, William H. Guie, for- | 
| merly manager of the McDowell paper mill |
